Mayor Emanuel turned his attention to 
plowing residential streets Monday as he 
tried to head off the frustration that can 
grow into political problems for a mayor 
who Chicagoans believe has mishandled a 
big snowfall weeks before an election. 

Hundreds of plows started working 
their way along side streets Monday morn- 
ing after spending the previous 36 hours 
clearing and reclearing arterial routes 
while more than 19 inches of snow fell, the 
city’s fifth-largest amount recorded. 

It’s standard operating procedure for 
city plows to concentrate on main streets 
as long as the snow keeps coming down, 
which it did heavily all day and into the 
night Sunday. But Emanuel knows there’s 
a shelf life to the benefit of the doubt 
Chicagoans will give him as they struggle 
to dig out trapped cars from deep drifts 
in streets and alleys to get to work and 
drop their kids at school. So he repeat- 
edly thanked residents for their patience 
during an afternoon news conference with 
more than a dozen city department heads. 

The mayor normally arrives for such 
public events impeccably attired in be- 
spoke suits but turned up at the city’s 911 
center for the Monday snow update wear- 


ing jeans, boots and a sweater with the 
sleeves literally rolled up. 

“As you know, this has been a snow- 
storm for the record books, and we’re see- 
ing a record response as well, by both city 
employees, residents and businesses,” he 
said. “I want to thank all the city residents 
for their patience.” 

Underscoring the deeply political na- 
ture of Chicago blizzards in election years, 
mayoral challenger 2nd Ward Ald. Bob 
Fioretti was waiting for reporters outside 
the 911 center following Emanuel’s update 
to blast the mayor for what he claimed was 
mishandling the storm cleanup. 

“I think overall, the city, this adminis- 
tration, has done a miserable job on what 
we're seeing here in the streets,” said Fio- 
retti, who has been aggressive in his criti- 
cism of Emanuelas he tries to gain traction 
for his underfunded campaign. A recent 
Tribune poll showed him at 10 percent and 
in third place behind Emanuel and Cook 
County Commissioner Jesus “Chuy” Gar- 
cia with the election coming up Feb. 24. 

As the city emerged from the bliz- 
zard, residents in some neighborhoods 
commended city leaders for managing a 
snowstorm that caught many by surprise. 
Though there were delays and traffic ac- 
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cidents, some said the city deserved credit 
for handling the storm without major can- 
cellations. 

“The city did their thing,” said Elige 
Scott, 33, of Englewood. “They did it. 
When I woke up, my street was clear. I 
saw the trucks out. They really did it.” 

In Englewood and Auburn Gresham, 
some people said they were pleased to find 
their main streets and some of the side 
streets plowed. But in other neighbor- 
hoods, like Bronzeville and Woodlawn, 
some roads were impassible. Drivers hus- 
tled to dig out cars that were stuck in the 
middle of the streets. 

Ikhlas Saleem, 25, said she could have 
caught the bus from her Bronzeville home 
to the Loop to make it to work Monday. 
But she opted to work remotely from a 
neighborhood cafe closer to her house. 

“My car is in a garage, and I just didn’t 
feel like dealing with it,” she said. 

Even then, Saleem said she still ended 
up on public transportation because she 
couldn’t walk in the streets or sidewalk to 
get to where she needed to go. 

“The streets were really bad,” Saleem 
said. “It was too crazy. There was a car 
stuck in the middle of the street on my 
block.”

“Tt’s a lot more convenient to have access 
to [the Internet],” said Kelly, 30. 

Like Kelly, some Chicago commuters who 
talked to RedEye said they may ride the Red 
Line and Blue Line trains more frequently 
when the 4G network replaces the subways’ 
10-year-old 2G network. Other riders said 
the network change also will make them 
change their riding habits —by taking the 
CTA less so they can avoid riders talking 
loudly on their phones. 

Northwestern English professor Bill 
Savage said he typically rides the Red and 
Purple lines once a week. He said about half 
the time he rides he encounters another 
passenger yelling into a cellphone or loudly 
playing music, which is against CTA rules. 
The change to 4G will encourage him to ride 


his hybrid mountain bike more often, he said.

Blue Line trains travel 
underground between

Chicago will be the largest public transit 
system in the country with 4G coverage in all 
subway stations and tunnels, city officials said.

Chicago police logged 666 cellphone 
thefts on CTA property last year, down from 
1,160 phone thefts in 2013, according to 
department statistics. Already this year, there 
have been a few high-profile phone thefts in 
or near CTA stations including at the Wilson 
Red Line stop in Uptown and the Main 
Purple Line stop in Evanston. Arrests were 
made in both cases.

Karen Lewis blasts | Rauner

Chicago Teachers Union President Karen 
Lewis pilloried Gov. Rauner on Monday and 
promised the CTU would not back down 
from Springfield or City Hall as it prepares 
demands for a new contract. 

“Bruce Rauner ran on a platform about 
nothing,” Lewis said Monday at a City Club 
of Chicago luncheon. “He’s wasted no time 
attacking the wages of working-class people, 
attacking their labor unions and threatening 
massive cuts to social service programs, which 
help the most vulnerable people in our state. 

“That is the real Bruce Rauner. He’s not 
some easygoing, blue-jeans-wearing, $20-dol- 
lar-watch-having good guy who’s coming to 
save the day. He is [Wisconsin Gov.} Scott 
Walker on steroids.” 

Lewis offered a steady stream of wisecracks 
and improvised passages in which she derided 
standardized testing, Mayor Emanuel’s longer 
school day and private partnerships in public 
education. 

Lewis, who was considered a prime challeng- 


er to Emanuel until she was diagnosed with a 
malignant brain tumor in October, criticized 
the mayor’s “hedge fund homies” and his fight 
to maintain an appointed Board of Education. 

But Rauner received particular attention 
from Lewis, who said the governor was “busy 
trying to make the term ‘collective bargaining’ 
into dirty words.” Rauner, she said, “thinks 
that only certain people are worthy of a high- 
quality education.” 

“If there’s any silver lining, it is in the fact 
that no governor can rule by fiat. He’s going to 
have to learn to listen to everyday citizens that 
he spent nearly $30 million of his own money 
to represent,” she said. “And he’s going to have 
to learn to work with organized labor.” 

The Republican governor in a speech last 
week revived his anti-union rhetoric and 
blamed what he said was an unfriendly state 
business climate on an alliance among Demo- 
crats who get strong labor support and reward 
workers with costly benefits. 

Rauner flashed a chart that listed a series 
of unions, including representatives of teach- 


ers and blue-collar workers, as he lambasted 
a “conflict of interest” and “corrupt” alliance 
in which big labor campaign contributions 
support Democratic candidates to reap bet- 
ter state benefits and higher wages on public 
works projects. 

In her speech, Lewis promoted her mayoral 
candidate, Cook County Commissioner Jesus 
“Chuy” Garcia, and described the illness that 
forced her to abandon her mayoral ambitions 
as “an unfortunate moment in our movement. 

“This is sort of a relay race, I simply pass 
the baton to the better runner ahead of me,” 
Lewis said. 

Lewis said the union would soon have ready 
its proposals for a new contract and that they 
will require resources from the cash-strapped 
school district. 

“If you want well-resourced schools, educa- 
tors with tenure and job security— it’s going to 
cost money. We shouldn’t shy away from this,” 
Lewis said. “Great working conditions for ed- 
ucators are also great learning conditions for 
our students.”

Rauner issues medical 
marijuana licenses 

Gov. Rauner on Monday issued licenses 
for groups that will be allowed to grow 
and sell medical marijuana. Of the 22 
cultivation centers allowed under the 
law, Rauner granted permits for 18 
companies to begin operating. Another 
three are under additional review, while 
one district did not receive any applica- 
tions. The Rauner administration issued 
licenses to 53 organizations to operate 
dispensaries where patients will be able 
to buy the drug, with five more under 
further review.

Cook County Jail was ordered into an 
indefinite lockdown Monday because 
more than a third of its employees 
didn’t show up to work during the bliz- 
zard Sunday and into Monday, accord- 
ing to the Cook County Sheriff's Office.

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Obama unveils $4B budget 


Promising to help America’s middle class, 
President Obama on Monday sent Congress 
a record $4 trillion budget that would ham- 
mer corporate profits overseas and raise taxes 
on the wealthy while boosting tax credits for 
families and the working poor. 

Obama’s budget also would steer hundreds 
of billions of dollars to the nation’s crumbling 
infrastructure of roads and bridges, help pro- 
vide two years of free community college and 
reverse the across-the-board, automatic bud- 
get cuts that have slammed the Pentagon and 
nearly every government department. 

The blueprint for the 2016 budget year that 
begins Oct. 1 represents a 6.4 percent increase 
over estimated spending this year, projecting 
that the deficit will decline to $474 billion. 

However, Obama’s plan ignores the new 
balance of power in Washington, with Repub- 


licans running both the House and Senate. The 
GOP found plenty to criticize in his proposed 
tax hikes that would total about $1.5 trillion. 

“Today President Obama laid out a plan 
for more taxes, more spending, and more 
of the Washington gridlock that has failed 
middle class families,” said House Speaker 
John Boehner, R-Ohio. “This plan never bal- 
ances—ever.” 

Republicans will respond this spring with 
their own plan, a balanced-budget outline. 

“These proposals are practical, not parti- 
san,” Obama said of his overall plans. “They'll 
help working families feel more secure with 
paychecks that go further, help American 
workers upgrade their skills so they can com- 
pete for higher-paying jobs, and help create 
the conditions for our businesses to keep gen- 
erating good new jobs for our workers to fill.”
